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THE NEW AMERICAN UNIVERSITY. 


It is pleasant to turn aside now and then from the strifes of 
men, in which the work of destruction is always more or less 
prominent, in order to survey those enterprises of philanthropy 
the leading feature of which is to make the richest blessings 
mankind can possess available for all who desire them. We 
propose, in the few observations that follow, to call the 
attention of our readers to an institution recently inaugurated 
at Ithaca, in the State of New York—the Cornell University— 
which bids fair to exercise, as time rolls on, the most beneficent 
influence upon the population of the United States, and, indi- 
rectly, we can have no doubt whatever, upon that of the United 
Kingdom. 

In conformity with a very common law of the human mind, 
the conception of this unique institution originated in a felt 
practical want. Ezra Cornell, a native of Massachusetts, of 
humble birth, and endowed with a genius for mechanical con- 
trivance, went to Washington to take out a patent for a steam- 
plough which he had just invented. By a fortunate accident 
he was brought into connection with Mr. Smith, just then 
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engaged in carrying out a contract with Congress for laying 
down a telegraphic wire between Washington and Baltimore. 
By Cornell’s advice the wire, which was to have 
been carried through a leaden tube under ground, was 
ultimately borne above the earth by poles placed at con- 
venient distances. It was just at the commencement of 
electric telegraphy when Cornell chanced to have his 
mechanical gift called into play in connection with it. He 
saw at a glance the importance of the novel mode of com- 
munication, and anticipated its wide and rapid development. 
He invested all his earnings in telegraph stock, and, by rigid 
economy in regard to his personal expenditure, by employing 
all his savings in obtaining shares, and by bold but prudent 
speculation in this single line of adventure, he became one of 
the wealthiest citizens of the great Republic. But in 
studying and mastering the science of telegraphy, me- 
chanics, and engineering, he encountered great and 
ever-recurring difficulties in getting access to the most 
valuable works on the subject; and it afterwards occurred 
to him that he could not use his increasing wealth to 
better purpose than in providing means by which young men

might thoroughly educate themselves according to the par- 
ticular bent of their minds. He therefore planned, and after 
a while founded, the University which now bears his name. It 
will be unnecessary to trace the several steps he took to obtain 
for it the dignity and advantage of a State institution. Suffice 
it to say that he eventually surmounted all obstacles, and that 
the Cornell University has passed from the realm of happy 
ideas into the region of accomplished facts. 

The University, instituted with a view to meet the special 
educational needs of the country, differs in many essential 
respects from any type with which society was previously 
familiar. It is formed into two great divisions—the first em- 
bracing separate colleges, each one of which is devoted to 
some special science or art ; the second comprising the general 
department of science, literature, and art. Under the first 
division provision is made for educating students who desire 
to perfect their knowledge in either or any of the following 
subjects of study: — Agriculuture, Mechanic Arts, Civil 
Engineering, Commerce and Trade, Mining, Medicine and 
Surgery, Law, Jurisprudence, Political Science and History, 
and, lastly, Education. Under the second division the 
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University offers three courses of what we may term. the 
higher culture—general, scientific, and optional. The general 
course is subdivided into three—one answering in most of its 
features to the classical course of most colleges ; another, in 
which the study of German is substituted for Greek; and a 
third, in which French and German take the place of Latin 
and Greek. The scientific curriculum is for the benefit of 
those students who intend to pursue the natural sciences. The 
optional course is one in which any three subjects of study 
may be pursued at the choice of the student, and in which, 
accordingly, he will be required to pass an examination. 
The idea—to put it in the works of Professor White, 
the president of the new University—is “that no 
single course be insisted upon for all alike — that 
various combinations of studies be provided to meet various 
minds and different plans; thus presenting a general course 
to meet the general want which existing colleges fail 
to satisfy.” To carry this magnificent conception 
into effect, twenty-six professorships have been founded, and 
gentlemen, fully qualified in their respective departments, 
have been carefully selected and appointed to the several 
chairs. It may throw some light upon the spirit in which the 
trustees have prosecuted this most responsible duty of their 
office to remind our readers that the chair of Political Economy 
will be filled by Mr. Goldwin Smith, late Professor of Modern 
History at Oxford. 

Here, then, are abundant means of the highest class 
instruction in all departments of knowledge, special as well 
as general, in which the youth of America can wish to excel. 
Let us next look at the arrangements provided for bringing 
these means within easy reach of all who desire to profit by 
them. In the first place, the college fees have been fixed by 
statute at a very moderate sum—£6 a year for each student. 
The payment of this sum will make him free of ali the 
educational advantages which the University can confer. 
‘Then, with a view of ruling at a moderate rate the charge made 
for lodgings, rooms for 300 students have been provided within 
the University buildings at the annual cost to each of a further 
£6. Board will probably require £30 more. All expenses taken 
into account, the ability to command about £50 a year, will 
enable any young man to secure for himself the priceless 
benefit of a University course of training of the highest pos- 
sible order. Still, it is easier to fix the rate of necessary 
expenditure at the most economical scale than to furnish the 
ways and means of meeting it. But, in reference to this dif- 
ficulty, we come across another of the peculiar characteristics 
of the Cornell University. It combines, for all who desire it, 
the advantages of a school and a workshop. The trustees 
have arranged a system of manual labour which, besides 
developing the physical powers of those who avail them- 
selves of it, will enable them to earn sufficient remuneration 
to meet the costs of their educational course. A farm, a 
machine-shop, and other provisions and facilities for employ- 
ment, under competent superintendents and foremen, will 
afford collegians the means of self-support and independence 
while receiving their University training. ‘No person,” 
writes Mr. Cornell, “ who earnestly desires to be thoroughly 
educated will find difficulty in becoming so by his own exer- 
tions at the Cornell University. We already have students 
who entered three months in advance of the opening of the 
University to avail themselves of the opportunity to earn two 
dollars per day ‘through haying and harvest, and thus make a 
sure thing of it.’ Such boys will get an education, and will 
make their mark in the world in the use of it. In conclusion, 
I will assure the boys that if they will perform one fourth as 
much labour as I did at their ages, or as I do now at sixty 
years of age, they will find no difficulty in paying their 
expenses while prosecuting their studies at Ithaca.” 

The institution is now fairly launched. It has a “local 
habitation and a name,”’ It has been amply endowed both 
by individual generosity and by the beneficence of the State. 
It possesses already fine libraries, valuable collections, labora- 
tories, and an observatory—all the appliances, in short, indis- 
pensable to both technical and general instruction. The 
dream of Mr. Cornell has, mainly by his own exertions and 
princely liberality, been realised; and the fact, although so 
recent an addition to the social history of the United States, 
is telling with irresistible force upon all the colleges and 
schools of the country. To political and religious equality, 
America will boast henceforth of having added equality in 
educational advantages. 

Who can pretend to foresee the ultimate development of 
this revolutionary germ—for revolutionary it is, in its best 
sense? Whocan estimate at anything approaching its value 
the blessed results which, in course of time, will spring out of 
this initiatory act of intellectual emancipation? Labour and 
learning met together—united as by a marriage alliance—who 
will net expect from so happy a union the birth of a new and 
better era for our race? For undoubtedly the example will 
spread its influence far and wide. It cannot remain barren. 
It will modify all future educational schemes. It will probably 
assimilate to itself—slowly, it may be, but yet surely—all 
existing educational institutions. Political changes and even 
dynastic revolutions sink into insignificance, in comparison 
with the magnificent and successful enterprise of Mr. Cornell 
and Professor White. They have fairly entitled themselves to 
the gratitude of mankind. ° 
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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Oct. 1. 

Home news has little interest for Parisians just now, when all their 
anxieties seemed to be centred in the progress of the Spanish 
insurrection. On the arrival of the telegram announcing that 
Novaliches had been defeated by the insurgent army, that Madrid 
had pronounced, and that the troops had fraternised with the 

»ple, Bourse and Boulevards were alike frantic with excitement. 
‘he newspapers, too, give prominence to nothing but Spanish news, 
and indulge in but scant comments on events of domestic im- 
ortance, such as the death of Count Walewski, one of the most 
onest partisans of the Imperial régime, and certainly one of the 
sincerest of his more scrupulous friends that Napoleon ITI. has 
ever met with. 

Count Walewski died quite suddenly, on Sunday evening last, of 
an attack of apoplexy. He had recently arrived at the Hétel de 
la Ville de Paris, at Strasburg, on his way to Germany, accom- 
yanied by his wife and daughter and a small suite. Countess 
Walewska, being in a very delicate state of health, had to be carried 
to her apartment, her husband giving the necessary orders, 
and, moreover, assisting in their execution. He was to all 
appearances in perfect health, and chatted freely with those 


around him. Arrived in the ante-room, the Count placed 
his wife on the sofa, and then passed into the ad- 
joining apartment, which he had hardly entered ere he 


suddenly cried, ‘‘ A glass of water—a doctor, quick!’’ and, falling 
into an arm-chair, immediately expired. The doctors quickly 
arrived, and bleeding was had recourse to in vain. The cause of 
death was pronounced to be the rupture of one of the vessels of the 
brain. The Count’s plethoric constitution had always menaced him 
with a death of this character, and he had vainly endeavoured to 
combat the symptoms which developed themselves by exercise. He 
had latterly led a very active life and had travelled about a great 
deal. Intelligence of his decease was at once telegraphed to the 
members of the Count’s family and to the Emperor, who responded 
by an autograph letter of condolence to the Countess. M. Charles 
Walewski immediately proceeded to Strasburg, and returned with 
the body of his father to Paris on Tuesday morning. Count 
Walewski being at the moment of his death a member of 
the Privy Council, the funeral ceremony is to take place under 
the direction of the Minister of the Emperor’s household 
and at the cost of the State. Seals were at once affixed to 
the Count’s domicile by the Ministers of State and of the 
Emperor’s household, in accordance with the practice that prevails 
in France when a member of the Privy Council dies. The Count 
was a personage of considerable political importance. Born at 
Warsaw, in 1810, and descended on the mother’s side from a 
Polish family, his father, according to common rumour, being 
none other than the Emperor Napoleon I., he displayed at an early 
age some brilliant qualities. After a sojourn of some duration in 
London, he became a cavalry officer in the French service, but 
soon abandoned the profession of arms for politics and literature. 
He was already known by several publications when, in 1830, he 
was sent by M. Thiers, the then Prime Minister, on an important 
mission to Egypt. Since the election of Prince Napoleon to the 
Presidency of the Republic, Count Walewski always took an im- 
portant part in political affairs. If not a man of progress, he was 
decidedly not a partisan of reaction. Absent from Paris during 
the events of 1851, this happy circumstance opened for him a larger 
field in politics, since he had not to justify a course in which he 
had taken no part. Perhaps his great mistake was his acceptance 
of the Presidency of the Corps Législatif after the death of M. de 
Morny. Like his predecessor, he was an elegant man of the world 
and of marked artistic tastes; but he lacked M. de Morny’s 
egoistical firmness, which, coupled with the chivalrous respect 
which he evinced alike tor persons and convictions, cost him 
his presidential chair. He was somewhat careless, did not 
follow the discussions with the necessary attention, and several 
times his mistakes serv to encourage the more turbulent 
deputies of the Left. The Chamber was not under his hand; and 
at the commencement of several sittings he was seen to confer with 
the Minister of State, who appeared to be condemning his mag- 
nanimity and calmness. At length a tumultuous discussion, pro- 
voked, it is said, by his enemies amongst the Ministers with the 
object of placing him in a false position, took place. M. Walewski, 
surprised, hesitated, refused to call M. Thiers to order, and conse- 
quently found himself obliged to resign. Asa Privy Councillor he 
continued his liberal aspirations. He alone appears to have inspired 
the Emperor’s letter of Jan. 19. In private life and in the fashion- 
able world he filled a prominent place. His salon was the rendez- 
vous of the highest and most brilliant society; and Madame 
Walewska did the honours with much grace. His death will be felt, 
not only sn the — and fashionable, but in the literary and 
artistic world. He had the reputation of having assisted Alexandre 
Dumas in writing ‘‘ Mademoiselle de Belle-Isle ;’’ and a play of his, 
entitled the ‘‘Ecole du Monde,’’ was produced in 1840, though 
with but indifferent success. 

Everything seems to have been very quiet at Biarritz during the 
past week, the progress of the Spanish insurrection, no doubt, occu- 
pying much of the Emperor’s attention. The Empress has made 
few excursions, and the Spanish Ambassador has been in constant 
attendance at the Villa Eugénie. The Court were to leave Biarritz 
yesterday. 

Prince Arthur alighted the other day at the Hotel Bristol, 
having through Paris on his way from the Lake of Como.

SPAIN. 


The insurrection has rapidly developed into revolution, and 
Queen Isabella’s reign has seemingly ended. The first decisive 
engagement between the Royal generals and the insurgent leaders 
sealed the fate of the monarchy. The struggle took place at the 
bridge of Alcolea, which crosses the Guadalquivir within a short 
distance of Cordova, and it is said to have been in itself a compara- 


tively insignificant affair. It seems probable that a large portion of 
the Royal troops joined the insurgents, that at the time of the en- 


gagement the Queen had alienated General Concha at Madrid, and 
cooled the loyalty of General Novaliches (who was himself wounded 
in the engagement), and that the battle resulted in the union of the 
opposing armies and their unopposed march towards Madrid. In 
Madrid itself the revolution seems to have broken out immediately 
on the reception of the news from Andalusia. General Concha could 
not govern in the absence of the Queen, and that absence seems to 
have been caused rather by her refusal to return without her 
favourite than from — difficulty about the journey. On General 
Concha’s resignation all government was at an end, and the pe ple 
rose to form one. There was no resistance. It was quite a rose-water 
revolution. The troops joined the people, and shouted the popular 
cries. The leading citizensformeda provisional government, in which 
each of the three Liberal parties are equally represented, and the 
Bourbon monarchy was declared to be at an endin Spain. There 
seems to have been scarcely an outburst of passion: if there was 
any outburst at all, it was one of enthusiastic joy. The Royal arms 
were taken down from the public buildings; busts of the Queen 
were treated with good-humoured indignity ; everywhere music was 
heard, and the city burst at night into spontaneous illumination. 
It seemed as though a heavy oppression had been suddenly removed 
from the popular mind; and the mobile Spanish nature, which has 
not the energy to win its freedom for itself, was excited into a 
fervour of liberal sentiment by its sudden bestowal. Meanwhile, 
the insurrection was spreading in the provinces; Tarragona, 
Figueras, and Saragossa were in open revolt; and as the Queen 
looked over her kingdom from her refuge near the French frontier 
she could hardly count upon a single province as cordially her own. 
No wonder that she came to a speedy resolution to fly! Her king- 
dom had departed from her. She has played with er crown like 
a gambler, and has lost it; and her flight over the French frontier 
= Wednesday probably brings a disgraceful reign to a disastrous 
ciose, 

As for the Government which is to succeed hers, all we have 
yet heard are rumours that Marshal Serrano summarily rejected 
Queen Isa bella’s proposal to abdicate in favour of her soa, and that 
a Prince of Don Carlos’s family, eager to fish in troubled waters, 
has already arrived in Spain. From summaries of several insur- 
gent proclamations which have been transmitted to us, it would 
seem that, while all demand the establishment of a provisional 
government and the election of Cortes by universal suffrage, one— 
that jointly signed by Marshal Serrano, General Prim, General 
Dulce, and all the other principal leaders—‘“‘ says nothing against 
the dynasty.’’ Possibly the reserve may be accounted for by a 
a proclamation issued by General Prim, wherein he says, 
** Let us avoid coming prematurely to a decision upon the questions 
before us, which circumstances and events might render impossible 
of realisation, and which might prejudice the judgment of the 
people.” A third manifesto, however, published at Seville, 
demands, among many other things, “‘the repeal of the articles of 
the Constitution. relating to the religion of the State and reigning 
dynasty, and of the regulations respecting the succession to the 
throne.” 

Events having precipitately arrived at this issue, it would be 
uselessly tedious to give-in detail the flying rumours of the in- 
cidents which led up to it. Suffice it to say that, notwithstanding 
the endeavour of official despatches to make light of the movement, 
it was plainly spreading and gathering strength. We learned, in 
quick succession, from different sources that the city of Burgos had 
pronounced for the insurgents, after a severe conflict which lasted 
five hours, and ended in the troops fraternising with the people ; 
that the town of Logrono, where Marshal Espartero aioe, had 
risen against the Queen; that the garrison of Ceuta had revolted ; 
that great agitation prevailed in Saragossa; that numerous bands 
had appeared in the provinces of La Mancha and Catalonia; that 
most of the towns in Galicia had risen against the Government ; 
that the Balearic Islands had pronounced against the Queen; 
that two regiments of the “loyal’’ troops sent into Andalusia 
had deserted to the insurgents; that Valladolid had declared 
for the insurgent cause; and that the greater part of the two 
Castiles had risen against the Government. A new danger to the 
Royal cause arose at Carthagena. General Prim, whose movements 
and purposes had for some days been mysterious, set conjecture at 
rest by appearing off Carthagena on Saturday last, with three 
frigates, and summoning the commander to surrender. A blank 
refusal was the reply; and a serious collision was expected to be 
the result—the Spanish Government having informed our own that 
the aapate were preparing to bombard the city. 

The Provisional Government has established juntas in all the 
towns which have joinef the insurrection, the regular authorities 
os taken to flight. No excesses have been committed by the 
people.

YOUNG HYANA. 


An important addition to the collection of living animals belonging 
to the Zoological Society of London, in the Regent’s Park Gardens, 
is the two-horned African rhinoceros, which is of a very different 
species from the rhinoceros already familiar to visitors of that most 
interesting place of resort. It is a young male, about 6 ft. long, 
and 3ft. 6in. high. It was captured about a year ago in Upper 
Nubia by the native hunters in the employment of Mr. Casanova, at 
Kassala ; and was sent, by way of Alexandria and Trieste, to Mr. 
Karl Hagenbeck, of Hamburg, a dealer in wild beasts, who has 
sold it to the Zoological Society of London. It is quite tame and 
in very good health; its chief food is clover hay.

He gave, among his other experiences 
in the south, an account of the experiment which has just 
been performed at Naples, with unusual success—the liqnefac- 
tion of the blood of St. Januarius. In his later editions he 
says that, as doubts have been expressed as to the author's 
convictions on the subject of this performance, he begs to 
state that “he does not believe the liquefying substance to be 
the blood of St. Januarius.” We may assume that fifty years 
afterwards all educated Catholics will agree with the Reverend 
Mr. Eustace, and therefore that no light remark upon the 


and Father Claret from the reproach of being the advisers of 
her Catholic Majesty, will, no doubt, give up St. Januarius, 
though, with his usual amiability, Sir George will find some 
kindly éxcuses for the ecclesiastics who conduct the per- 
formance. 

But we shall not be surprised to hear that the miracle 
(which has been, we hear, so singularly well done this yea 








that we suppose the managers have engaged new talent in 
order to keep pace with the age, and have, perhaps, effected 
an arrangement for the services of some gentleman from the 
Polytechnic Institution or other popular laboratory—/aborare 
est orare) has been turned to good account in districts in which 
the simple faith in all miracles lingers, undisturbed by 
heretical speculation. Where the winking picture is held in 
honour, the miartyr’s blood will surely be reverenced. And 
there, whether in Ireland or on the Continent, no doubt that 
the miracle of Naples will be duly and unctuously described, 
and worshippers will be told that the remarkable facility with 
which it has been worked this year is a sign of special good to 
the true faith. Some crowning mercy is about to be vouch- 
safed. And then—and we must beg Protestant readers to 
prepare their nerves for no ordinary shock, these are times of 
trial—the excellent preacher will exclaim, “‘ Yes, beloved ones, 
this is indeed a sign vouchsafed you by the gracious saint. 
He knows that at this moment there totters to its fall an 
Establishment of heretical sort, set up in the Island of 
Saints—need I name Ireland, the afflicted, but ever faithful ?»— 
set up for the humiliation of the Church, but now to be done 
away. The gracious Saint Januarius knows of this, and he 
sends to you, and to all the religious world, the assuring 
signal of that rapid liquefaction.” Undoubtedly, the priests 
have a good chance this year, and we much mistake if they 
throw it away. 

But Protestants must not be too much cast down because 
the ecclesiastics of the rival faith obtain a triumph from the 
Neapolitan altar. There are two bottles in the glass globe 
which the faithful rush to behold; and if St. Januarius had 
paid due attention to current history, one of these would have 
displayed the melted matter, while the other held a resolutely 
congealed clot. The faith has set upon two cards, and if one 
wins the other loses. Against the disestablishment of the 
Church in Ireland must be set the blow at priestly power in 
Spain. The revolution there has been brought on by a variety 
of causes ; but the great acting cause has been misgovernment 
produced by the abject submission of a vicious and bigoted 
lady to the dictation of Rome. Whatever may be the faults 
and crimes of Isabella Segunda, and they would fill a large 
page, it cannot be denied that she has been a true and 
faithful daughter of the Church of Rome, which has 
therefore been exceedingly lenient to her in matters 
which would have destroyed a Sovereign brought up in 
Protestant traditions. Those who are unaware of the 
doctrine of the Roman Church that the worst person of that 
faith who complies with its ceremonials, at the moment 
believing, or trying to believe, himself sincere, is nearer salva- 
tion than the Protestant whose whole life has been one of 
purity, generosity, and active good, may be surprised at the 
fact that, the Queen of Spain being what she notoriously is, 
Sir George Bowyer is able to state that she is admitted toa 
convent of holy women, and has a Father Claret near her as 
confessor. It might be expected that a house full of respect- 
able devotees would exclude her; and that a pious clergyman, 
after so many proofs that her religion is a mockery, would 
scorn to desecrate the sacrament of confession by adminis- 
tering it to such a person. But those who would so talk 
know nothing of Catholic teaching and dogma, and are 
not aware that, as the most eminent of English Catholics has 
told us, personal vice has nothing to do with the great question. 
Those who have the happiness to be intimate with Catholic 
ladies and gentlemen, and see that they are all that Christians 
should be, do not take into account that this is because they 
are better than their priests hold needful. It is because they 
are ladies and gentlemen, and not because they are Catholics, 
that their lives are so pure and gentle, their children so well 
trained, their households so admirably ordered. The drunken 
she-beggar at their gates, if*she have attended to the rules of 
the Church, is, in Dr. Newman's eye, as good as they. The 
Queen of Spain is an illustration of this doctrine, has been 
much favoured by the Church, and has done her utmost, in 
return, to serve the faith in the way that she and her priestly 
advisers thought best. Heresy has had a bad time of it in 
Spain. But this is nearly over. Church and Queen together 
have not been able to keep down a nation smarting with the 
sense of a double tyranny, and an earthquake has been sprung 
under the Church in Spain. Less devout Catholics the 
Spaniards will not be ; but the revolution, whether it is imme- 
diately successful, or whether its results take a little longer to 
develop themselves into Constitutionalism, will effectually pre- 
vent priestly rule from again dominating all that is good and 
enlightened in that noble region. And St. Januarius may be 
thought to have rather held up false lights as a signal to the 
faithful when he forgot to show that if Rome, as it thinks, has 
a victory in Ireland (one, however, which will in the end be 
more detrimental to the Roman faith than any Act the British 
Legislature ever passed in its wildest and most savage days 
of repression), it has sustained a remarkable overthrow in the

THE UNIVERSITIES AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
OXFORD. 

The following are the Oxford University Lodging-House Regu- 
lations, as they have been modified by the delegates after a con- 
ference with the deputation appointed at a — meeting held a 
short time since. It will be seen that a blank has been left for the 
hour at which houses are to be closed, it being the intention of the 
delegates to apply to Convocation at the earliest possible moment 
for power to alter the hour from nine p.m. to ten p.m. (which is 
the statutable requirement). Householders will not be asked to 
sign the regulations till this point has been settled. The clause 
(No. 8) which related to the inspection of lodging-houses has been 
expunged, and in its stead a note is placed at the foot of the paper 
stating what are the obligations of the statutes on this point:— 
“1, That I will show my license to any student desiring to take my 
lodgings. 2. That I will cause the outer doors of my house to be 
locked and fastened at p.m., and will not allow them to be 
opened before six a.m. except by myself, or by a representative, 
who must be approved by the delegates of lodging-houses. 3. That 
I will keep a gate-book, and enter in it the time after p.m. 
at which any student lodging in my house enters or leaves 
the house, and will deliver a_ gate-bill (in the case of 
unattached students to the delegates of lodging-houses 
weekly, or (in the case of members of colleges and_halls) 
to the college authorities as often as they may require. 4. That in 
case any student lodging at my house shall pass the night out of 
his lodgings, I will report the same on the following morning, 
either in person or by letter (in the case of members of colleges and 
halls), to the college authorities, or (in the case of unattached 
students) to the delegates of lodging-houses. 5. That I will not 
intrust a key of any outer door of my house to any student of the 
University. 6. That when any student of the btn | is lodging 
in my house, I will not receive as lodger any person who is not a 
member of the University without reporting the same to the dele- 
gates. 7. That I will not admit hired musicians into my house 
without express permission of the delegates.”’ 


A correspondent of the Pali Mall Gazette statesthat the lodging- 
house question between the University and city of Oxford has been 
settled in an amicable manner, the University having conceded the 
points urged by the citizens or modified them in a manner satisfactory 
to the latter body. 


Mr. William Ewing, late president, and Mr. James Young, the 
new president, of the Andersonian University, Glasgow, have each 
given cheques for £2000, thereby clearing off the entire monetary 
incubus on the institution. The Bank of Scotland, the Commercial 
Bank, the British Linen Bank, and the Union Bank, to which the 
debt was owing, agreed to waive their claims to interest.

ACCIDENTS. 


John Brown, aged twelve years, was performing a somersault 
the other day at Tottenham, in the presence of some of his com- 
panions, when he fell on his head and broke his neck. 


An inquiry was held, on Monday, at St. Bartholomew's Hospital 
touching the death of a carpenter named Davidson, employed on the 
new Smithfield Market works. On Thursday morning he was at 
work on the roof when he fell, and died on Saturday from the effects 
of the injury. 

An inquest was held, on Monday, relative to the death of John 
Pearce, who had died on the previous day at Pentonville Prison. 
The deceased had been convicted in December last for “‘ smashing.’’ 
When first taken to prison he said that he had swallowed half a 
crown, and was suffering pain in consequence; but no notice was 
taken of his complaints. t week he became seriously ill, and 
died in a short time.

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THE EARTHQUAKE IN PERU. 


The destruction caused by the terrible earthquakes of Aug. 13 and 
Aug. 16 n many towns along the coast of Peru and Ecuador, or 
between the coast and the Andes mountains, was quite as extensive 
as wus supposed. In Peru, it appears, the nnmber of lives lost, 
though amounting to some hundreds in one or two places, was far 
less than in the towns of Ecuador, because when the great shock 
took place at Arequipa, Iquique, Ilo, Chala, and Arica, on the 13th, 
it was about five o'clock in the afternoon, so that the people were 
able to get away from their houses. But the shocks of the 16th 
in Ecuador were an hour or two after midnight; and 
it is said that almost the whole population of Ibarra, Otovala, 
and Cotocachi have perished. These were inland towns, situated 
near Quito, almost immediately under the Equator, and close to 
the mountains. They contained each about 10,000 inhabitants, = 
were employed in the woollen and cotton manufactures. e 
Peruvian towns above mentioned, except Arequipa, were seaports 
between the 15th and 20th degs. of south latitude.

THE SOLWAY JUNCTION RA:\LWAY VIADUCT. 
The iron viaduct across the Solway Firth, forming the subject of 
our Engraving, is the principal work on the Solway Junction 
Railway, which is being constructed for the purpose of connecting 
the iron districts of Scotland with the rich mineral districts of 
Cumberland, saving fourteen and twenty-two miles respectively in 
the distance traversed by the two present routes. 

The superstructure of the viaduct consists of light iron lattice 
girders of 30ft. span, supported on cast-iron columns 12in. dia- 
meter, sunk in the bed of the Firth to an average depth of 16 ft., 
the height above the Solway bed averaging 40 ft.; the underside of 
the girders being 8 ft. above high water spring tides. It is probably 
the longest viaduct in the kingdom, being 1960 yards in length, 
and giving a clear waterway of 5666ft. The tide runs with great 
rapidity in this part of the Firth, and all the difficulties of con- 
struction have thereby been magnified and increased. The quantity 
of wrought iron contained in the viaduct is 1800 tons, and of cast 
iron 2900 tons.

THE ICEBERGS OF THE ANTARCTIC. 
We have engraved a sketch of H.M.S. Falcon leaving the icebergs 
in the Antarctic Ocean, taken by Lieutenant Dickinson, a passenger 
on board. The Falcon left Sydney for England on June 6, and called 
at Port Ross, Auckland Islands, 180 miles south of New Zealand, 
on June 19. The principal object of this visit was to ascertain if 
any shipwrecked people were there. None were found. Another 
object was to verify the position of the islands ; for since the wreck 
of the General Grant, in November,. 1866, some doubts had been 
expressed as to the correctness of their assigned latitude and longi- 
tude. However, that given in the survey by Sir James Ross seems 
to be correct, for a very good landfall was made, but no astronomical 
observations were obtained whilst there, the weather being thick 
and overcast. A cask containing some provisions and necessaries 
for the use of castaways was left at the dépét. The Falcon sailed from 
Port Ross on the following day for Cape Horn, and first encountered 
the icebergs on July 8, in latitude 59deg. S. and longitude 112 deg. W.

CONVICTION OF MADAME RACHEL. | 

The trial, at the Central Criminal Court, of Sarah Rachel | 
Leverson, alias Madame Rachel, for obtaining money and other 
property by false pretences from Mrs. Mary Tucker Borrodaile, was 
brought to a close yesterday se’nnight—too late to give the result 
in the whole of our issue last week. 

Mr. Commissioner Kerr, the Judge, in summing up the case, 
said that a great deal of irrelevant matter had been introduced into 
the inquiry, and the only question to decide was whether any 
amount of money had been obtained from the prosecutrix by the 
false pretence that the prisoner was to procure a marriage with 
Lord Ranelagh. The case had been described as a great case, but 
it appeared to him that it was nothing of the sort. It was an 
ordinary case, and one such as was tried every day; but there had 
been a great many comments in the newspapers respecting it, and 
that had created a sort of interest in reference to the matter which 
otherwise, he believes, would never have attached to it. The learne: 
Commissioner then gave a brief outline of the general character 
of the case, and said that there did not appear to be any doubt | 
that the greater portion, if not the whole, of the money that was 
obtained by the sale of the property of Mrs. Borrodaile went 
into the possession of the prisoner; and the question they 
had to decide was whether she obtained this money through | 
the false representations she had made to the prosecutrix. He | 
then called the attention of the jury to the “ William” cor- | 
re —, and said that the defence was that there really was | 
such a person in existence, and he was represented to be a miserable | 
person without clothes or shoes; but they would remember that in 
one of the letters supposed to have been written by him, there was 
the expression, *‘ Your coronet is finished, my love,’’ which was | 
hardly an expression that would be used by a person in such a 
condition, and it was rather more consistent with the position of a 
person like Lord Ranelagh. With regard to the correspondence, | 
the prosecutrix had herself said that, in writing these letters, she 
was a self-confessed idiot, and he was afraid that a great many | 
people would consider that she was correctly describing herself by 
these epithets. The learned Commiszioner then called the attention | 
of the jury to a remarkable fact that had been ascertained by | 
examination of Mr. Roche, the Under-Sheriff, that three of the 
letters written by Mrs. Borrodaile to William, as was alleged, | 
under the direction of the prisoner, and three of the letters sent by | 
William in answer, bore the same water-mark. This, he said, was 
not, of course, a proof of the fact that all the letters had come from 
the same source; but it wos a circumstance that was worthy of 
consideration. This related to letters written during the year 1866, 
but the same result also appeared with reference to other letters 
that were written during the year 1865. Mr. Kerr then referred to 
the other evidence, and told the jury that it was the duty of the 
prosecution to make out the case, and if they did not do so the 
prisoner was entitled to the benefit of any doubt that might exist as 
to her guilt. He went on to say that the suggestion on the part of | 
the prosecution was that a scheme had been arranged to obtain the 
money and property of the prosecutrix, and that then the letters | 
that had been produced had been concocted for the purpose of | 
affording an answer to any claim for repayment that might be | 
made by Mrs. Borrodaile when the fraud that had been practised 
upon her with regard to Lord Ranelagh had been discovered. The | 
learned Commissioner then carefully directed the attention of the | 
jury to all the material points of the evidence, and concluded by 
leaving the case in their hands.

there were not somebody to tell people better, and awaken them to 
a sense of their misfortunes, I believe that most people would 
believe that they were rather happy than not. Yet how much there 
is that is disagreeable if we would only take the pains to look out 
for it and make ourselves uncomfortable. _I write in one of the very 
quietest seaside nooks in the south of England; and, if I wrote 
carelessly, and merely from impulse, I should say that I am greatly 
enjoying my escape from the noisy dulness of London into greenery, 
repose, and fresh air. Such a shallow platitude must be pardoned 
me, I use it only as part of the; lesson I would inculcate. I have 
a dozen grievances, at least. Before me is the sea, with fishes 
swimming in thousands there, yet I can hardly ever get fish for 
dinner, never for breakfast. By taking the railway and going over 
to a town eight miles off, I can sometimes secure a fish meal; but, 
besides the trouble, this raises the price of a single fresh herring 
from 3d. to 1s. 9d., and I do not like carrying a wet herring in my 
pocket. Here is a grievance which shows the vicious character of 
the boatmen, who sit smoking in a row all day instead of exerting 
themselves. Against their betters I have another complaint. Ia 
order to —_ their property intact, they forced the railway to stop 
nearly a mile from the town. A dusty or a muddy walk, or an 
expensive journey ina fly. This acts another way; parcels are 
irregularly delivered, and for three successive weeks I have failed to 
receive until Monday evening a packet which I ought to have had 
on Sunday morning. The church is half a mile from the town, and 
you have to climb a hill to reachit. There are very few carria; 

on Sunday, and the invalid must stay athome. Organs, a band, and a 
bellowing wretch with a guitar come into your garden, as of right, 
and knock at your windows for alms, insolently. Few novels of the 
present season are, I am told, to be had, though there are several, 
so-called, circulating libraries; but I donot lay much stress on this, 
as I like “‘ Fatherless Fanny ’’ and “‘ Thaddeus of Warsaw,"’ which 
I am allowed to keep as long as like. The fowls are unduly small, 
and as for the goose with which I celebrated quarter day, she 
weighed less and cost more than I care to set down—twice. Here is 
a case for strong comm«nt on the ignorance of the English in the 
art of developing the resources of their land, for there are 
big fowls and fat geese in all the farmyards—l have seen them. I 
could also dwell on hotel charges, but that is not a matter I am very 
Quixotic about, as (extortion, of course, deducted) I don't know 
that it is not conducive to comfort that hotels which one seeks for 
pleasure should be rather dear. I love all my fellow-creatures, but 
perhaps the “ excursionist’’ has a trifle less of my affection than 
may be his due. Next, there are two or three show scenes in the

buttons are continued up the front of the high corsage, which is 
trimmed with a double biais in the form of a fichu, having small 
bows at its extremities, and fastening behind with a large bow, the 
long ends of which fall below the upper skirt. The tight-fitting 
sleeves are trimmed transversely at the wrists, with a biais of 
taffeta and buttons matching those on the front of the corsage. 
Another toilette has the under jupe, of green taffeta, trimmed 
with a series of vandyked flounces. The upper jupe, of black and 
green checked taffeta, is bordered with silk fringe and looped 
up at the sides with bows of ribbon. The corsage, which has a 
double collar bordered with narrow fringe, has large lappets 
attached to it, forming a‘kind of mantelet. A toilet of black faye, 
with two jupes, has the upper jupe caught up all round with rows 
of buttons and reversed in parts, so as to show a facing of violet- 
coloured silk, which, as it were, separates the upper and under jupes. 
The corsage and sleeves are trimmed with a biais of the same silk, 
the bottom of the under jupe being trimmed to correspond. The 
ceinture, of black and violet coloured silk, striped transversely, has 
a rosette formed of numerous small bows at the back of the waist. 
It is rumoured, but only rumoured, that autumn chapeaux will 
be of sufficiently hecsenned, dimensions to cover the whole of the 
chignon ; at present, however, bonnets continue as small as ever. 
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We have them in fluted blue satin, with a narrow black piping bor- 
dering the folds, and trimmed with buds of moss roses posed on a 
large black lace rosette. We have them also of lace and ribbon, 
with perfect bouquets of flowers posed at the side. Hats, however, 
are in more general wear. These are of all shapes, and trimmed in 
almost every style, with bows and bouquets, single flowers and 
feathers, velvet rosettes, long veils, and ping wreaths. They 
are worn low down over the forehead, so as to accommodate the 
chignon, over which a large ostrich feather frequently droops.

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THE CHINESE EMBASSY IN LONDON. 


‘The group we have engraved contains the portraits of the Hon. 
Anson Burlingame, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potenti of the Chinese Empire, and of the associates, secretaries, 
and attachés of his Legation, numbering twelve gentlemen besides 
himself, including two European secretaries. Mr. Anson Burlingame 
is a citizen of the United States of America, and was Minister of the 
United States Government at the Court of Pekin from 1861 to 
1867. He is descended from an old Rhode Island family, but is a 
native of New Berlin, in the State of New York, where he was born, 
in 1822; he spent bis youth in Ohio and Michigan, where he 
saw much of the Indian tribes. Having commenced active life as a 
lawyer and politician, he soon distinguished himself. He was 
elected a member of the Massachusetts State Senate, and afterwards 
three times elected a member of Congress. He was a prominent 
man in the Free-soii or Republican party. President Lincoln 
nominated him to be the United States Minister at Vienna; but the 
Austrian Court refused to receive him, because of his declared sym- 

thy with the new kingdom of Italy. He was then appointed 

nited States Minister in China. This office he held about six years, 
and was one of the chief promoters of a beneficial change of policy 
in that empire with re; to foreign nations. On his retirement 
from the American diplomatic service, the Chinese courtiers and 
officials entertained him with a farewell banquet; and it was upon 
this occasion that he received from Prince Kung, the Regent, an 
unexpected invitation to become the representative of the Empire of 
China in a ial mission to the Governments of Europe. Mr. 
Burlin, e, in the group we have engraved, appears standing in 
the middle. The First Associate Minister, chi -u-Kang, sits at 
his left hand, and the Second Associate Minister, Sun-Chia-Kung, 
sits at his right. The former, otherwise called Chih-Tajen, or his 
Excellency Chih, is a Mantchu Tartar, fifty years of age, a man of 
great learning and political experience, who has also done 
military service. The other, Sun-Tajen, as he is usually called, is 
likewise a great scholar, but has served the Empire in a civil and 
military capacity, and has held the office of one of the Imperial 
Censors, whose duty it is to remonstrate against any wrong acts of 
the Government. e European gentlemen, sea on each side, 
next to the Associate Ministers, are Mr. John M‘Leavy Brown, the 
one to our right hand, and M. Emile Des Champs, to our left hand. 
Mr. Brown, who is First Secretary of this Legation, is an Irishman, 
born near Belfast, and educated at Queen’s College, Belfast, and 
Trinity College, Dublin. In 1861, he obtained, by competitive 
examination, the appointment of a student-interpreter in the 
British Consular Service in China. He was, for eighteen months, 
oto secretary to the late Sir Frederick Bruce, then British 

inister at Pekin, and was acting Chinese secretary during nearly 
five years. He has latterly, with the consent of the British Foreign 
Office, been attached to the present Chinese mission in Europe. 
M. Ferdinand Auguste Emile hamps is a native of Paris, and 
‘was educated for a lawyer, but left his profession to engage in the 
silk trade. In 1863 he went to China, having a situation in an 
American mercantile house at Shanghai; but studied the Chinese 
language, and soon afterwards entered the Chinese civil service, in 
the Customs department. He accompanied the mission of Pin- 
Tajen to Europe, in 1866, the object of which, as our readers may 
remember, was to make inquiries concerning the prospects of 
Chinese trade with European nations. The other members of Mr. 
Burlingame’s party are Fung-Yeh and Teh-Ming, the Lao-Yeh, 
English interpreters; Kway-Yung, Russian interpreter, and Tah- 
Keh-Che-Na, or Moo-An, Russian interpreter; Lien-Fang, or 
Choon-Tsing, and Tien-Kien, or Foo-Cheu, the two French inter- 
preters; Chaung-Chou-Ling, or Soong-Joo, and Koug-Ting- Yung, 
or Yean-Noong, the scribes. 


NATURAL BREAKWATER OF NELSON HARBOUR, 
NEW ZEALAND. 
The town and port of Nelson, in the Southern Island (which used 
to be called the Middle Island) of New Zealand, is situated at the

Mr. Richard Baggallay, Q.C., 
M.P. for Hereford, who has been 
appointed Solicitor-General in the 
room of Sir William Baliol Brett, 
appointed a Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas, is the eldest son 
of Mr. Richard Baggallay, of 
Kingthorpe House, Upper Toot- 
ing, Surrey, by Ann, daughter of 
the late Mr. Owen Marden. He 
was born in 1816, and was edu- 
cated at Caius College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. (four- 
teenth wrangler) in 1839, being 
afterwards elected to one of the 
Frankland Fellowships in that 
college. Sir W. B. Brett, whom 
Mr. Baggallay succeeds, was also a 
Caius man and contemporary with 
the new Solicitor-General, being 
one ear his junior. Mr. 
Baggallay was called to the Bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn in June, 1843, 
and became a Queen's Counsel in 
1861, the same year in which the 
present Attorney-General and the 
late Solicitor-General received 
their silk gowns. He is a magis- 
trate for Surrey, and was elected 
M.P. for the city of Hereford at 
the general election of 1865. In 
1847 he married Marianne, 
youngest daughter of Mr. Henry 
Charles Lacy, of Withdeane Hall, 
Sussex, formerly M. P. for Bodmin.

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mass of ruins, was one of the finest of a number of similar 
structures situated on the banks of the Ganges at Mirzapore. The 
river at this point has for many years been gradually changing its 
course. The effect of this is not felt during the dry season; but 
directly the monsoons set in the rush of water is extremely violent, 
and each successive wet season does fresh damage of some sort. It 
is feared that if the river continues in its present course the fine old 
native city of pny will be entirely washedaway. The Jankie 
Jugal Ghaut was built, in 1833, by a rich native resident of 
Mirzapore, named Jankie Dass. It was first carried away in the 
rains of 1848, and rebuilt again in 1850, by ~— Dass, son of 
Jankie Dass; but again entirely destroyed in the flood of last —_ 
The natives of Mirzapore tell a strange story about this building. 
They say that Jankie Dass, who was a Hindoo, was one night 
visited by the spirit of a Mussulman, who told him where a treasure 
was buried. he spirit directed Jankie Dass to get this treasure 
and to build a ghaut, a Hindoo structure, and a mosque, or 
Mussulman temple, with it; and, in the event of his not fulfilling 
the injunction, it would cause the death of all his household. It is 
further said that Jankie Dass found the treasure and built the 
ghaut, but not the mosque, and the consequence was that he and 
four members of his family perished in the first flood, in the 
year 1848, 








FINE ARTS. 


It is finally decided by the executive committee of the National 
Fine-Art Exhibition at Leeds that it shall close on Monday, the 
26th inst. 

Mr. Mark Lemon, following up the example which he has set of 
popularising music by the organisation of choral societies in ] 
country towns and villages—an example so worthy of imitation—is 
now endeavouring in like manner to diffuse the refining influences 
of painting among his rustic neighbours, r or rich. By his 
exertions, aided by a few of the other inhabitants of Crawley, in 
Sussex, a collection of about 200 paintings by living artists has I 
got together, and the small exhibition thus formed was, on 
Thursday last, opened to the public. Probably, no work in the 
collection will be more attractive, although “ unfinished,’’ than a 
half-length portrait of the genial author himself, the originator of 
this kindly undertaking. It is the production of a young artist of 
promise, Mr. George Chester, jun. The exhibition is advertised to 
remain open, “in the first instance,’ for ten days, probably to 
ascertain how it may prove to be appreciated ; but the time will 
doubtless be extended if found desirable. It is to be heped that 
every landlord and employer in the neighbourhood will see that 
their tenants and workpeople, with their children, have an oppor- 
tunity to visit the collection. 

Among the many demolitions in progress in London which can 
hardly fail to awaken a passing regret is that of old Middle Temple 
Hall, with its fine old roof, which was built in 1572, and is said to 
be the best piece of Elizabethan architecture in London. There is 
a legend that the screen, in the Renaissance style, was made of the 
spoils of the Spanish Armada; but this is an error, as the records 
of the society prove that it was set up thirteen years before the 
Armada put to sea.

Mr. Mogford (no relation, we 
believe, of Mr. J. Mogford, the member of the Institute of 
Painters in Water Colours) held a position of prominence in London 
asa portrait and genre painter, both in oil and water colours, and 
for upwards of twenty years was an exhibitor at the Royal 
Academy. Among his principal a may be men- 
tioned a full-length of the late E. H. Baily, e eminent 
sculptor (placed among the portraits of Royal Academicians 
in their council chamber), a full-length equestrian picture 
of Sir Thomas Lethbridge, and portraits of the late of 
Devon; of J. C. Adams, the discoverer of the planet Neptune 
(painted for the University of Cambridge); and of the late Sir 

Villiam Napier. Some years ago failing health obliged Mr. 
Mogford to leave the metropolis, and he retired to Guernsey, where 
he successfully turned his attention to landscape-painting. He had 
been a martyr to rheumatism, which left the fingers of his right 
hand paralysed; yet his indomitable energy conquered even thi 
infirmity by a contrivance of his own invention which enabled him 
at intervals to work at his easel to the last. He established a school 
of art in the island ; and a series of able lectures on art, which he 
delivered a few months previous to his death, were a striking 
instance of what professional devotion could accomplish in the 
conscious imminence of death. He died, on the 13th ult., at his 
residence in Guernsey. Mr. Rothwell, a painter well known (at 
least formerly) in Scotland and Ireland, as well as the metro; 
and whose death at Paris has just been announced, was one of the 
earliest members of the Royal Hibernian Academy. When a 

oung man he was assistant and successor to Sir Thomas 

wrence, after whose decease Mr. Rothwell was intrusted 

with the task of finishing the numerous works which 
Sir Thomas had on hand. He executed, independently, man 
portraits of the nobility and statesmen of his time, several of whic 
were engraved. Mr. Wehnert was for many years one of the 
figure-subject painters of the Institute of Painters in Water 
Colours; and to failing health should probably be attributed what- 
ever decline of his wide ity may have more recently occurred. 
Much of the vigour of his earlier time seemed, however, to rea;

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


COUNT DE WALEWSKIL. 

Florence Alexander Joseph Colonna, Count de Walewski, a very 
distinguished writer, diplomatist, and statesman, whose sudden 
death occurred from apoplexy, on the 27th ult., at Strasburg, was 
the scion of a noble Polish family, and was born at the castle of 
Walewice, in Poland, May 4, 1810. He was educated in Geneva. 
He, when nineteen years of age, came on a mission to England to 
stir up an active sympathy for the cause of Poland. Count 
Walewski, in the Polish outbreak, was an aide-de-camp to the 
Polish commander; and at the battle of Grokow won the national 
military cross. hen the cause of Poland was lost he found an 
honourable exile in France. He obtained there a Captain’s com- 
mission in the 4th Regiment of Hussars; but he soon exchanged 
the sword for the profession of a journalist. Walewski wrote 
several pamphlets. One ‘Un Mot sur la Question d’ Afrique,” 

ublished in 1837, made his name known. With journalism 
Walewski became formally and prominently connected as one 
of the founders and editor of the ‘‘ Messager des Chambres,’’ 
with which he was associated till called into the di 
lomatic service of his adopted country. It is said that 
him Dumas was indebted for no slender aid in the drama of 
‘*Mademoiselle de Belle Isle.” His own name was subsequently 
affixed to a five-act comedy, “ L’Ecole du Monde, ou la Coquette 
sans le Savoir,’’ which was produced at the ThéAtre 
Jan. 8, 1840. Count Walewski commenced his di tic career by 
being, in 1840, sent on a mission to Mehemet the Pacha of 
Egypt, by M. Thiers, then Minister for Foreign Affairs; after 
which M. Guizot sent him ona mission to La Plata. ~~ 1849, 
was the French Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court of Tuscan:

JEWISH SYNAGOGUE. 


A handsome new building in 
Thornhill-road, Barnsbury, was 
lately opened as a place of wor- 
ship for the Jews of North 
London. It is designed in the 
modern Italian style, and is 
original in treatment throughout. 
The synagogue proper is 65 ft. 
long, 45 ft. wide, and 35 ft. high. 
It is divided into three bays by 


floriated coupled iron pillars, 
supporting three galleries and 
octagonal coffered ceilings. The 


east end is appropriated to the 
Sanctuary, which is of an im- 


posing architectural character, 
appr hed by a flight of marble 
steps; its arches are supported 


by columns formed of various rare 
marbles. The decorative plas- 
tering, of a symbolical character, 
has been conventionally designed 
and modelled from examples of 
vegetable forms in the Kew 
sotanical Gardens ; among these 
are found the fig, vine, the bull- 
rush, olive, palm,andcorn. Over 
the Sanctuary are tables of 
stained glass, on which are 
painted the ten commandments 
in Hebrew; at each side are two 
beautiful stained windows of 
geometrical design. There is 
over the arch of the Sanctuary 
the inscription, *‘ Know before 
whom thou standest,’’ written in 
Hebrew. The building is entered 
from an elegant portico, leading 
into a spacious hall, in which are 
two staircases, which communi- 
cate with the galleries, devoted 
specially to women, the ground 
floor being occupied solely by 
male worshippers. The edifice 
reflects great « redit on the archi- 
tect, Mr. H. H. Collins, and the 
builder, Mr. Henshaw. 





Earl Granville, Lord Warden 
of the Cinque Ports, distributed, 
in St. George’s Hall, Ramsgate, 
on Tuesday, the certificates and 


prizes gained in the Oxford local examinations, held last 
June, for the Ramsgate centre. The Rev. G. W. Sicklemore 


presided. After the distribution, Lord Granville proceeded to 
express in detail his reasons for believing that the action of the 
Universities in establishing these examinations was calculated to 
exer great influence on the progress of that which might in the 


widest sense be called the national education of the country. He 
then proceeded to argue that these examinations would be emi- 
nently useful to parents, to schoolmasters, and to scholars. The 
noble Lord then entered upon an inquisition of the results of the | 
exan tion at Ramsgate, which showed that, proportionately, the | 
number of candidates for examination was not inferior to that at 
Manchester, Leeds, and other large towns; while good proficiency 


had been exhibited in English and modern languages, except German. 
But the columns relating to mechanics and chemistry were blank ; 
and, in order toencourage the study of those sciences, he offered a prize 
for proficiency inthem. On the advantages of theseexaminations he 
lastly dilated, and pointed out that they tended to stimulate exer- 
tion and to give a tone and spirit to the schools in which they might 
otherwise be wanting. In conclusion, he urged the necessity of 
laborious study on those who desired to acquire useful knowledge.

ST. DAVID’S CHURCH, NEATH. 


This church at Neath, dedicated to the national saint of Wales, is 
designed in the style of the thirteenth century, with French treat- 
ment of ornament and detail. The architect was Mr. John Norton, 
of London. The building is of local blue sandstone, with Bath 
stone dressings and bands of red sandstone, the roofs covered with 
ornamental tiles in bands. The plan of the building is cruciform, 
and consistsof nave, north and south aisles, north and south transepts, 
with north transept aisle (to be used as a vestry) ; chancel, termi- 
nated by a circular apse; tower, the lower stage of which forms the 
organ chamber; south porch and narthex, or western porch. The 
nave is 101 ft. long, 31 ft. Sin. wide, and 61 ft. high to the ridge, 
separated from the aisles and transepts by arcades of six arches. 
The tower, at the south-west angle of the chancel, will consist of 
four stages, surmounted by a low spire. It rises to a height of 88 ft. 
without break or buttress. At this point projects a battlemented 
cornice, from which a gradual slope of stonework leads up to a 
series of low arches, supported by columns, which carry the spire. 
Pinnacles, with figures of the four Evangelists, stand at the angles.

aisles, tower and spire, 134 ft. in 
height, at the corner of Maple 
and Grove roads, with vestry 
and ladies’-room at the back. 
Part of the site is reserved for 
the erection of a lecture-room at 
a future time. The whole is in- 
closed by a low stone wall, with 
iron fencing thereon, stone gate- 
yiers, and oak entrance-gates. 
‘he architect was Mr. A. J. 
Phelps. The style of architec- 
ture is Early Middle Pointed ; 
the materials being Kentish rag- 
stone for the walls; the windows, 
doors, and other parts of Bath 
stone. The roofs, which are of 
high pitch, are covered with 
tiles laid in horizontal bands of 
red and dun colour. A light tile 
cresting is fixed along the ridge 
of the roof. The end gables are 
surmounted by a stone cross, and 
an iron cross terminates the spire. 
The principal entrance is = 
Maple-road, under a gabled 
porch, above which is a window 
of five lights, with perforations 
in geometric forms. The tower 
is divided into three stages in its 
height; the lowest plain and 
solid, the second containing a 
small trefoil window; above this 
is a carved cornice, from which 
rises the third, or belfry, stage. 
Each face of the tower contains 
a belfry window. A moulded 
cornice forms the base, from 
which rises the spire. The sides 
are divided into five bays, each 
gabled, and each contains a 
lofty two-light window. Inter- 
nally the nave and aisles are 
divided by iron columns, with a 
light arcade of wood. A gallery 
is erected across the western 
end. The accommodation on the ground floor is for 506 persons, 
making with this gallery a total of 666 persons. The introduction 
of side galleries will increase the accommodation to 900 persons. 
The end of the nave is finished by a stone screen, having a door 
at the end of each passage opening to the vestry vestibule, above 
which is the organ gallery. Ona dais raised two steps in front of 
the screen, and attached to it, stands the pulpit, presented to the 
church by the architect.
